It therefore will appear as a delightful po- 
Utical amenity that the four tosses will be 
considering these plans while being the of- 
ficial guests of the governor. 


Party Chiefs Seek detiuston:: 


The four leaders are Mayor Busse, Post- 
master Campbell, County Chairman James 
Reddick, and Judge Willard M. McEwen, 
who on Zaturdayv announced his candidacy 
for the republican nomination for governor 
in opposition to Mr. Deneen. They will leave 
Wednesday morning fer- A trip of several 
days down the Illinois river aboard the IIIi- 
nols state fish commission's steamer, which 
has been placed at their disposal by the 


governor. 

The fish commission's steamer is as near 
as the state comes to furnishing an official 
yacht for the governor. It is so considered, 
however, to a considerable degree, and the 
governor frequently retires to the craft for 
seclusion in his work and occasionally for 
pleasure cruises. 

A few weeks ago Postmaster Campbell 
asked Mr. Deneen to place the boat at his 
disposal and the governor readily consented. 
He instructed Fish Commissioner Cohen to 
extend every courtesy to Mr. Campbell and 
his party while aboard the boat. 


Excursion Plans Leak Out. 

The plans for the excursion were being 
kept tightly under cover and leaked out 
only yesterday. It was given out Saturday 
night that Judge McEwen had gone to Eph- 
raim, Wis., for a two weeks’ vacation, and 
that there would not be much doing in the 
way of political business till his return. But 
one of the judge's friends let out the informa- 
tion that he would return to Chicago tomor- 


bell junket. 

The party will board the boat at Peoria and 
cruise down the river for two or three days.

FRANCE KEEPS HATCHET RED 


Talk of Understanding with Ger- 
many Evaporates. 


TEUTONS REQUESTS BARRED. 


Bankers’ Financial Alliance Is Blight- 
ed by Politics. 


PARIS, July 21.—The recent talk of a rap- 
prochement between France and Germany 
appears to have little chance of realization. 
The prince of Monaco has been the prime 
mover in the scheme toinduce the two neigh- 
bors to bury the hatchet and he seems to have 
imprested certain politicians at Berlin, and 
possibly the emperor himself, with the idea 
that by means of an arrangement with 
Franoe, Germany could emerge from the cir- 
cle which has almost isolated her. 

There also is a considerable faction in 
| France that believes France should cease to 
play England’s game and that her surest 
‘guarantee of the peace for which she strives 
would be @ frank understanding with Ger- 
many. 

The present controlling political powers in 
the French government, however, would con- 
sider anything in the nature of a rapproche- 
ment with Germany nothing short of treach- 
ery to the alliance and the series of friend- 
ships France has so industriously built up in 
recent years. 


France Would Consider Points. 


Tt is authoritatively expected that with due 
regard to her alliance and friendship, France 
could and would be willing to make a special 
arrangement with Germany covering some 
particular point of difference. And for that 
purpose M. Jules Cambon, the French ambas- 
sador to Berlin, is ready to receive any com- 
munication the German government niay care 
to make. 

The last source of a special difference dis- 
appeared with the adjustment of the Moroo- 
can question by the act of Algeciras. The 
only possible basis of an understanding, 
therefore, would be financial. France, as the 
general world banker, is always in funds for 
investment, and many French bankers have 
long belleved that the best way to insure 
peace with Germany was to induce heavy 
French investments in German industria] en- 
terprises. 


Politics Separate Countries. 

It is along these lines alone that some sort 
of an understanding seems possible, But 
here, too, at the outset, political considera- 
tions enter. Germany is willing to have 
French capital embark with German money 
in the Bagdad railroad, but only on condi- 
tion that England and Russia are excluded. 

For. France such conditions are impossible 
of acceptance. It must aleo be borne in 
mind that Clemenceau is a strong partisan 
of the British-French combination, and as 
long as he has the helm nothing is likely 
to be done which would be remotely prejudi- 
clal to English interests. The indications, 
therefore, are that nothing in the direction 
of a rapprochement with Germany will be 
accomplished for the present, 


PARIS STIRRED BY ARMY SHIFT. 


Gen. Deldcroix’s Selection as Head of 
Forces in Case of War Bitterly 
Criticised. 


PARIS, July 21.—Gen. Delacroix will suo- 
ceed Gen. Hagron as commander in chief of 
the army in case of war. Gen. Charles L. 
Tremeau, commander of the Sixth army 
corps, has been appointed simply to take Gen. 
Hagron's place on the general staff. While 
there is universal recognition that Gen. 
Delacroix is the most brilliant officer in the 
army, Gen. Hagron's retirement is an open 
protest against the wisdom of the new two 
year service law and the discharge of the con- 
scripts of 1903. The anti-government pa- 
pers, especially the reactionary organs, say 
that the present socialistic régime le willing 
to sacrifice even the interests of national de- 
fense for political capital. The independent 
conservative papers also severely criticise 
the cabinet for supporting laws which reduce 
the army to the danger point.

Williston, N. D., July 21.—A terrific wind, 
hail, and rain storm last night injured twen- 
ty~five persons, two of them probably fatally, 
destroyed fifteen dwelling houses, and did 
much other damage to property in this city 
and the surrounding country.

SEOUL, July 21.—Although the day passed 
without serious disorders, the crisis pro- 
voked by the enforced abdication of the em- 
peror is still full of menace. 

The two government arsenals are guarded 
by Japanese soldiers, although the number 
is not large. They are under orders to ex- 
plode the magazines if they find themselves 
unable to defend them. 

The Corean troops are frequently harangued 
by civilian agitators who take up their stand 
at the entrances to the barracks. The Co- 
reans possess 90,000 rounds of ammunition, 
of which Gen. Hasegawa, who has only 2,300 
Japanese troops in Seoul, has been unable to 


demand the surrender. 

The Pingyang regiment, which was yes- 
terday reported as having been disarmed, 
still refuses to surrender ita arms or ammu- 
nition. 

The Japanese commander is not yet able 
to assure safety in the streets, but he is mak- 
ing the best use possible of his men while 
awaiting reinforcements which are now on 


their way from Shimonoseki. 

Marquis Ito, the Japanese resident general 
at Seoul, will not consent to the enforcement 
of mart! law, but he is regarrisoning the 
country as far as possible as a precaution. 


Deposed Ruler Still Plotting. 


The Japanese are tonight agitated by re- 
ports of the ex-emperor's intrigues since his 
abdication July 19. Military anxiety has been 
incrbased by the aggravation of the political 
situation. 

The disturbing factors are, first. the enig- 
matical presence in Seoul of Japanese For- 
eign Minister Hayashi, whose mission is be- 
Ueved by the people to be the abduction of 
the former emperor and his removal to Japan. 
Second, domiciliary contact with the new 
emperor and contro] and manipulation of the 
throne by the ex-emperor. 

The situation is such that Japan is able to 
establish any interpretation of it whatsoever. 
and unless Minister Hayashi’s mission and 
Tokio’s intentions are declared through Mar- 
quis Ito to the nation, the Corean throne will 
easily dash itself to pleces Marquis Ito’s 
ability to temper the fate of Corea is virtually 
unknown. 


Forecast of Japan's Demands. 


Japan's demands on the new emperor prob- 
ably will include the revision of the Japa- 
nese-Corean treaty or new Corean constitu- 
tion. In either case the power of the Jap- 
anese resident general would be so extended 
that he can intervene in Corea’s internal ad- 
ministration, including the judictary. 

The demand also will be made that the 
court be distinguished from the administra- 
tion, making confusion between the two im- 
possible. 

Another plan ts to give the resident gen- 
eral direct control of all departments and 
make the cabinet responsſble to him, the 
emperor retaining the power of formal veto. 
In any case, the Corean military system will 
be abandoned. 

At the suggestion of Marquis Ito the va- 
rious consulates. have accepted Japanese 
guards. It is reported that three American 
warships and an Englieh cruiser are ex- 
pected at Chemulpo this afternoon and may 
land marines to the protect consulates, 


Corea Ready to Fight Japan? 
New York, July 21.— Knowing as I do the 


Corean temperament and the policy which 


Japan has pursued in the peninsular, I am 
able to predict that Japan will secure peace 
there only by the decimation of the people.” 

This is the opinion of Homer B. Hulbert, for 
several years intimately associated with the 
Corean court and a confidential adviser to the 
deposed emperor of Corea. Mr. Hulbert, 
who has just come to America, is thoroughly 
famfliar with the situation at Seoul at this 
time and with the polley pursued by Japan in 
Corea, which he says brought about the abdi- 
cation of the old emperor. 

“It is hard to arouse the Coreans to the 
fighting point,” continued Mr. Hulbert. 
“They are almost infinitely patient, but 
drive them to desperation and they will turn 
on their tormentors as they did in 1592 and 
then nothing but exzterminatſon will give 
Japan peace there. But to exterminate 13,- 
000,000 people, or even to beat them into 
quiescence, will be no easy task. 

“Many believe the Coreans have not enough 
virility to turn upon the Japanese, but those 
who know them best think differently. The 
Coreans are fast approaching the turning 
point and despair will arm therm to resistance, 
even though it be suicidal. The Corean 
people thoroughly aroused could carry on a 
3258 warfare that would banktupt Japan 
n three years. The enormous vested inter- 
este of Japan in Corea would fall toa shadow 
of thelr present value. 

de manner in which the abdication of the 
Corean emperor was brought about demands 
some explanation. Marquis Ito dentes any 
connection whatever with the event, but no 
Corean cabinet would dream of proposing to 
the emperor such a plan as this without being 
driven to it by the threats of the Japanese.

LEGAL PROD FOR 
MANY CONSCIENCES 


Opportunity for Fifty or More 
' Wealthy Citizens to Pay 
Their Just Tolls, 


BRUNDAGE ON THE TRAIL 


Prosecutions Are Threatened 
Against Those Who Make 
Incorrect Schedules. 


Upwards of fifty prominent and wealthy 
—particularly the latter—citizens of Chicago 
will be made the central figures in some 
extremely unpleasant court. proceedings 
shortly unless upwards of fifty consciences 
get in some fine work during the coming 
week. 

That is the number of citizens against 
whom Corporation Counsel Brundage has 
secured such evidence of tax dodging that 
hé has decided to make examples of them 
unless they voluntarily call on the board of 
review and disgorge the proper sums which, 
according to the figures in possession of As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Hill, are due 
to the county and city in taxes. 

It is probable that not more than one week 
will be given the owners of the lax con- 
sciences to get right with the reviewers, 
If they do not take advantage of this respite 
the corporation counsel will begin legal pro- 
ceedings which, although they might add to 
the citizens’ prominence, would, leave them 
considerably less wealthy, as there are 
heavy penalties for tax dodging. 

This is but a part of the crusade against 
tax dodgers which thé corporation counsel 
has begun. It was conservatively estimated 
yesterday that the collection of the taxes 
which cannot be evaded because of the evi- 
dence already secured by Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Hill will net the city and coun- 


ty $500,000. 


Will Watch Reviewers’ Work. 


Beginning with today's session of the board 
of review the corporation counsel's office will 
be represented at every sitting of the taxing 
body and will take an active part in the 
search for property which at this time of the 
year is mysteriously missing. The city’s 
legal department thus will have an additional 
department—that of tax experts “—of 
which Mr. Hill will be the head. 

The chief work of the new department will 
be to compel big property owners to sched- 
ule their property or take the consequences 
of failure to do so. Heretofore it has been 
customary for big property holders to re- 
fuse to schedule, permitting the assessors 
to make any guess they saw fit. If the 
„guess was far below what it should be 
they permitted it to stand; if it was nearly 
correct or a e the figure upon which they 
saw fit to pay taxes they would hasten tothe 
reviewers’ office and demand, with more or 
less success, that the figures be cut down. 

Mr. Brundage declined to name any of the 
alleged tax dodgers. 

“The persons referred to know who they 
are,“ he said, and as there are many others 
in the same boat against whom we have no 
evidence I am willing that they should have 
an opportunity to correct their errors. If 
they fail to do so then will be time enough 
to discuss their identity.“ 


Big Increase in Values Shown. 

The assessors concluded a hard day’s work 
by exhibiting totals for north and west 
towns, which show an increase of $80,257,185 
in the real estate values in these towns for 
the year.

_ WARNED BY HEALTH OFFICER. 


Attention Is Called to Danger Involved 
in Drinking Water from Polluted 
Lake and Streams. 


The city’s chief medical inspector has is- 
sued a warning to persons who leave the 
city for summer rest or recreation: 

These seekers after rest and happiness,” 
he says, are Mable to drink pollutedsurface 
water in lakes and streams. Open wells are 
often infected with typhoid fever germs and 
are among other equirces of typhoid fever.

Skull Fractured with Hammer.

As Wijas approached the men, it is said, 
the elder Nischik remarked to the others: 
„Now we've got him.. Kill him.“ 

Joseph Nischi struck Wijas several times 
on the head with a hammer, crushing in 
his skull. As Wijas lay on the ground, Law- 
rence Nischik, it fs asserted, beat him across 
the chest with a piece of timber and the 
Tomas brothers also beat him with boards 
about the arms and body. The Logan square 
police were called in. Wijas was removed 
to St. Mary's hospital, and the others, with 
several members of Wijas’ family, were 
taken to the sta and charged with rioting 
and diserderly conduct. 


Injuries Followed by Death. 

Wijas lay in the hogpital for eight weeks 
and-then was removed to his home, improved. 
He engaged Attorney Alexander Collins to 
take up his case, and about two weeks ago 
Judge Butler of the Logan Square court was 
asked issue warrants. for the arrest of 
Wijas’ assailants, but he refused to do 90.

The Denver lawyer, who with. Clarence 
Darrow of Chteagd has taken a Wading part 
in the defense. expects to speak eight or ten 
hours. It fs probablé therefore that Mr. 
Darrow will not commence his closing argu- 
ment before Wednesday Morning. The 
word will came from Senator Borah, 
probably will speak on Friday, clésing the | 
state’s side of the case. Judge Wood will 
charge the jury on Friday afternoon or Sat- 
urday morning, and a verdict is expected by 
Saturday night. Opinion is divided as to the 
probable result. 


Orchard Story Chief Topic. : 

The decision of Judge Wood taking from the 
jury all evidence relating to deportations in 
Colorado and the employment of detectives to 
haraes the Western Federation of Miners, 
constituting the showtng by the defense of a 
counter conspiracy, hae necessarily Umited 
thearguments of the defense to the evidence 
introduced by the state corroborative of 
Orchard and the impeachment of Orchard by 
the defense. 

Mr. Richaréscn will take the position that 
his client, Haywood, ha t been connected 
with any of the crimes to Which Orchard has 
confessed, and that the alleged co-copspir- 
ator has not been corroborated, as is re- 
quired by the law of ccnspiracy. 

This will involve a review of all the evi- 
dence, from the period of trouble in the Cœur 
d' Aléne district of Idaho in 1800 down to the 
murder of Steunenberg by Orchard in 1908. 

He will present the legal side of the posi- 
tion of the defense at every point, and dieso- 
Hate Haywood and the western federation 
from all knowledge of or participation in the 
crimes in which Orchard earned the title of 
Boss Killer.“ 


Attacks Slayer’s Veracity. 

Mr. Richardson will argue from the evi- 
dence that Orchard was not present at the 
blowing up of the concentrator at the Bunker 
Hin and Sullivan mine in 1899, and that ther: - 
fore his evidence in this matter is impeached 
and worthless. 

He will claim that the explosion at the 
Vindicator mine in Colorado and the killing 
of Beck and McCormick was an accident 
with which Orchard had no connection; that 
the blowing up of the Independence depot in 
Colorado, where fourteen men were killed, 
was the result of a scheme to create public 
feeling against the striking miners, and that 
the killing of the nonunion miners was not 
intentional; that Orchard had no connection 
with it, or if he had that Haywood had no 
nr before hand of what was going 


] 


onthe killing of Lyte Gregory in Denver, 
Mr. Richardson will lay to the door of per- 
sonal enemies of Gregcry, who was engaged 
in strike breaking. 

Bombs of Minor Importance. 

The Goddard and Gabbert bombs, ton- 
cerning which so much has been said, will 
not be considered by the defense as seriously 
bearing on the case, but at the same time 
they will laim that if such bombs were 
made and planted the Western Federation 
of Miners had nothing to do with them. 

The game disavowal of connection will 
be argued as to the Bradley explosion and 
the Steunenberg murder itself. 

From first to last Mr. ‘Richardson will take 
the ground that Orchard, having murdered 
Steunenberg, has woven the members of 
the western federation into his story at the 
behest of Capt. James McParland and Gov. 
Gooding of Idaho, under promise of im- 
munity. 

As the end of the case approaches, the 
town of Boise is even more quiet than it 
has been at any time during the trial. Most 
of the, witnesses have been paid off and 
Gismissed, but many people are coming 
from long distances to hear the arguments. 
This is especially true of membérs of the 
bar from neighboring states. 


Stand Aside for Justice. 


‘The people of the town themselves are also 
taking much interest in the arguments, and 
the courtroom is filled at every session. 
There is, however, the same absence of dis- 
cussion of the case in public placés and the 
same determination to avoid anything that 
might create feeling or in any way bring dis- 
credit on the community. 

Among the permanent residents of Boise, 
or those who might almost be considered 
citizens by reason of long attendance on the 
trial, there has not at any time been any 
show of. discrimination or evidence of dif- 
ference of opinion. It is a question for the 
court to decide, they say, and the decision 
of the jury will be the decision of the people 
of Idaho.

Big World’s Shortage Estimated. 


Foreign crop experts figure the world’s 
wheat crop shortage this year at from 288,- 
000,000 bu to 416,000,000 bu, the former esti- 
mate being Broomhall’s. If these figures are 
verified by the final yields, large stocks in all 
positions are likely to be needed, and will not 
appear as large on the speculative horizon as 
they do at present. 

Argentine supplies available for export are 
said to be practically exhausted, and it is ex- 
pected the South American country will short- 
ly be eliminated from the exporting countries. 
The exports from there last week were 1,554,- 
000 bu, against 1,152,000 bu a year ago, how- 
ever, and cables from there said the p-ospec- 
tive wheat acreage the coming season would 
be about 20 per cent in excess of last year. 
Exports from this country are running large 
compared to a year ago—2,066,000 bu, against 
1,536,000 bu—and there were indications that 
values. were approaching closer to an export 
basis. Exporters, however, claim that the 
amount of wheat being sold for export is in- 
consequential and that bids on Manitoba 
wheat are out of line at Winnipeg. 


New Wheat Offerings Not Heavy. 


Offerings of new wheat so far have not been 
burdensome, but the hedging sales have 
been felt on account of the narrowness of 
the trade. Thrashing will be on again full 
blast this week, and receivers claim that 
by the’ first of the month recetpts will be 
heavy. Farmers seém to be discriminating 
this year, and are not selling freely on the 
down turns. So far this month receipts of 
wheat have aggregated about 600 cars, 

against 4,000 during the same time last 
year. 


Corn Weather Is Ideal. 


Fine growing weather with plenty of rain 
in the needy sections, together with the 
weakness in other grains, was conducive 
to the growth of\bear sentiment in corn, and 
led to a more or less general dumping of long 
property. Support was poor for the deferred 
futures, although there was considerable 
buying of September by cash interests 
against sales,which were large on the decline. 
Final prices for the week were 2%c to 360 
lower. 

Great progress was reported in the corn 
crop during the week from nearly all sec- 
tions, and some points claimed that much 
of the late start had been made up. In Iowa 
progress was made in cultivation, and in 
general the prospects were considered bright 
for an average crop, especially in view of 


the increase in acreage. Primary receipts 


for the week were 2,802,000 bu, against 2,682,- 
000 bu last year. Clearances were 1,406,000 
bu, compared to 712,000 bu last year. 


Oats Reports Are Pessimistic,

Weather conditions have 
been conducive to an active retail trade, 
which has been reflected in a more confident 
feeling among the buyers. 

Trade has been particularly good in dry 
goods and wearing apparel, and there has 
been no undue accumulation of stocks. Buy- 
ers of white goods are sending in orders as 
far ahead as next spring, on account of the 
fear that there will be a still further advance 
in prices. Retailers are stil! calling for sup- 
plies of summer goods. This is especially 
true in the silk departments, the demand for 
summer silks having been particularly heavy. 

Cotton goods are high, and this ts causing 
some buyers to withhold their orders for the 
time being, but there seems to be but little 
prospect of any immediate easing of prices, 
as the mills are said to be sold ahead for sev- 
eral months. 

Demand for boots and shoes, leather goods, 
hardware, furniture, and other staple lines 
has been seasonably active, and there has 
been nothing to indicate a falling off in trade 
this fall. 

In the fron and steel trade the most im- 
portant tranegaction was the sale of about 
80,000 tons of shapes and plates to Chicago 
and 7,000 tons of fabricated steel to the North- 
ern Pacific. Many small orders for struc- 
tural steel have been placed throughout the 
country, and inquiries for a considerable ton- 
nage of structural steel for barges and packet 
steamers are pending in this market. Sales 
of bar iron are said to be comparatively 
small, according to the Iron Trade Review, 
and some of the western mills are showing 
some anxiety.
